lap (Modular Multiple Alternatives Program) is the first 
competency-based, individualized greriu^te program in teacher 
education in the state of^onnecticut, and is being developed 
at the University of Bridgeport, The program focuses on the 
training of elementary teachers and includes both Master's and 
Sixth Year level options. It is based on the Multiple Alter- 
natives Program (MAP) whicb' has been develpped and tested over 
the Dast two years at thd University of Bridgeport under local 
and'^tatte funding. The program^ provides alternative routes to 
the Mastel^'s Degree and Sixth Year diploma for U* B. students 
and contains provisitjns 'for the in-service education of non- 
degree seeking student^ as well. 

The current national trend toward performance-based teacher 
education and certification, which is also the. subject of serious 
study within the Stote of Connecticut, will place new demands 
for effectiveness and accountability on teacher* education. 
Pressures for more flexible and relevant types of teaot^er 
education are growing, and closer relationships must be developed- 
among colleges of education,* school systems, and local coijmiunities 
toward the end of improving the schools through better teacher 
education. This Program deals with these points through the 
implementation of an open-education approach to the professional ° 
growth of teachers • ^
